America's call to service to wipe 
out national individualism and nation­ 
al mongrel ism was vividly pictured 
in the oration from the rostrum in 
the National Cemetery this afternoon, 
delivered by Dr. Lyman Whitney Al­ 
len, of Newark, New Jersey. Thut 
Lincoln 
in his 
Gettysburg Address 
spoke as 
a prophet, 
not simply re­ 
garding the future of America, but 
the future of the world for an in­ 
ternational 
democracy, 
was 
dwelt 
upon by the speaker who said in part: 
“ We are on the heights of Gettys­ 
burg. We face embattled field and 
graves of heroes. We confront exalted 
memories. We behold again our flag 
and country saved by blood. From 


grave never made a more inspiring 
picture than to-day. In the same way 
the strewing of the flowers was spe­ 
cially impressive as children and vet­

An American flag, in whose folds 
are wrapped the history of fifty-four 
years ago, is in the proud possession of 
Samuel Free, a well known Civil W ar 
veteran residing in Red Lion, not be­ 
cause of the fact th at it contains 
thirty-four stars in the square, and* 
of a design not familiar to the pres­ 
ent generation, it became the object 
of considerable comment and curios­ 
ity when several days ago Mr. Free 
displayed it on the front porch at his 
home; in fact, so much so, that he 
took it down and procured two others 
in its stead that contained the forty- 
eight stars. 
While the flag in question did not 
look just right to the younger folks 
who viewed it, to Mr. Free it is the 
symbol of the real spirit of the six­ 
ties, when, as a soldier beneath those 
thirty-four 
stars, 
he 
served 
nine 
months in the Union army and came 
near losing his life from an attack 
of blood poisoning in his left foot as 
the result of treading on a sharp in­ 
strum ent 
while 
marching 
in 
the 
South. 
To him it is the flag that saved the 
union from dismemberment in one of 
the most trying periods in American 
history. Mr. Free displayed the flag 
with mingled pride and emotion as he 
related its history* and told how * It 
came into his possession. 
It was during the summer follow­ 
ing the surrender of Lee that a rumor 
of th<* capture of Jeff Davis, president 
of 
the 
Southern Confederacy, was 
spread in this section. Although (Upe 
rumor was later found to be int#^- 
rect, a great celebration was he III at 
York. Men paraded the streets carry­ 
ing flags to give vent to their feel­ 
ings. A number of men, including Mr. 
Free, went to York on horseback and 
joined in tin* pageant. 
It was this 
flag that Mr. Free 
carried 
in that 
parade. 
The flag is of the size usually car­ 
ried in parades. In the aqua re it con­ 
tains thirty-four sU rs, denoting the 
number o f states then in the Union. 
In the center of the square is a large 
star surrounded with a circle of four­ 
teen smaller ones, while along the 
lines of the square are arranged the 
other sixteen stars, with a slightly 
larger one in each angle.
